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WHAT  IS  THE  COLLEGE  f 
WHAT  DOES  IT  ACCOMPLISH  T 


The  College  was  founded  in  1872,  as  an  institution  exclusively  for  the 
Blind.  Students  are  received  from  all  parts  of  the  British  Isles  and  the 
Colonies.  The  College  is  quite  undenominational  in  character.  Its  object 
is  to  train  the  Wind  to  earn  their  own  living,  and  to  render  them  indepen¬ 
dent,  self-reliant  citizens.  Incredible  as  it  may  appear,  this  is  an  object 
which  the  College  has  succeeded  and  does  continually  succeed  in  accom¬ 
plishing,  and  there  are  now  more  than  809  former  pupils  not  only  earning 
their  own  living,  but  in  several  cases  assisting  their  parents. 

84.4  per  cent,  of  these  graduates  are  filling  their  places  in  the  world 
as  organists  and  teachers  of  music,  pianoforte  tuners,  clergymen,  school 
teachers,  governesses,  shorthand  ty’pists,  etc.  Without  the  College  train¬ 
ing  many  of  them  would  still  be  helpless  and  hopeless  and  a  permanent 
charge  on  the  rates.  The  College  is  therefore  an  economic  benefit  to  the 
community,  and  should  receive  whole-hearted  and  generous  support. 

Do  not  forget  that  it  is  cheaper  to  educate  the  Blind  than  to  sup¬ 
port  them  as  paupers,  while  the  moral  and  physical  benefit  which  is 
given  to  any  individual  by  training  him  to  become  a  self-respecting 
citizen  is  an  asset  which  cannot  be  over-estimated. 

.4s  originally  it  arose,  so  it  has  continued,  largely  by  voluntary 
effort.  The  College  is  in  urgent  need  of  funds  to  continue  its  good  work 
and  secure  such  a  fund  as  will  place  its  national  and  imperial  work 
for  the  Blind  on  a  permanent  financial  basis.

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Report  or  Uk  Board  of  Governors. 


In  presenting  this  sixty-fourth  annual  report  the  Chairman  and 
Board  of  Governors  desire  to  express  their  sincere  thanks  to  His 
Majesty,  King  George  VI.,  for  consenting  to  become  their  Patron, 
thus  continuing  through  successive  reigns  the  Royal  1  atronage  hist 

granted  by  Queen  Victoria.  .  ,  n 

The  Governors  are  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  work  o 
the  College  and  of  its  school  is  being  carried  on  as  effectively  as 
at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  College.  This  is  amply  proved, 
not  merely  by  the  examination  results,  detailed  in  the  Principal  s 
Report  but  also  by  the  increasing  number  of  activities  which  come 
within ’the  scope  of  College  life.  The  Governors  realise  that  the 
preparation  for  a  career  in  life  cannot  in  itself  satisfy  young  desires 
and  that  anything  which  will  stimulate  legitimate  interests  is 
altogether  desirable.  That  the  children  and  students  live  full  and 
happy  lives  while  under  their  care  is  almost  more  pleasing  than  the 
academic  successes  which  they  so  frequently  and  deservedly  obtain. 

The  Governors  wish  to  point  out  and  to  emphasise  that  the 
work  of  the  College  is  a  national  one  and  that  the  College  is  a 
national  body  in  the  sense  that  its  pupils  are  drawn  from  all  parts 
of  the  country.  In  the  work  of  preparation  for  the  Universities 
and  for  careers  in  Music,  Pianoforte  Tuning  and  Shorthand  and 
Typewriting  it  holds  a  unique  position  and  the  successes  obtained 
bv  pupils  are  very  notable. 

That  the  work  of  the  College  is  understood  and  appreciated 
is  evident  from  the  increasing  numbers  on  the  roll.  Indeed,  the 
Governors  are  now  faced  with  the  problem  of  accommodation,  for 
not  only  is  the  present  provision  insufficient  to  meet  the  many 
applications  for  admission  but  it  is  also  unsuitable  for  modern 
requirements.  Modern  and  up  to  date  buildings  will  shortly  have 
to  be  built  and,  in  view  of  this  need,  the  Governors  will  probably 
have  to  allocate  all  legacies  to  a  rebuilding  fund,  and  it  is  therefore 
of  vital  importance  that  annual  income  to  meet  normal  expenditure 
should  be  increased.  During  the  year  under  review  a  special  appeal 
was  made  for  new  subscriptions  and  donations,  but  the  response  was 
somewhat  disappointing.  Unfortunately  many  people  who  give  to 
the  Greater  London  Fund  for  the  Blind,  whether  by  subscription  or 
by  contributing  on  the  streets  on  Geranium  Day,  do  so  under  the 
impression  that  the  College  is  a  participating  member  of  that  fund. 
This  is  not  the  case.  For  some  reason,  which  the  Governors  are  at 
a  loss  to  understand,  the  Royal  Normal  College  is  excluded  from  the 
benefits  of  this  fund  and  they  have  to  depend  entirely  on  their  own 
efforts  to  raise  income.  That  they  have  suffered  is  proved  by  the 
fact  that  subscriptions  and  donations  have  decreased  year  by  year 
since  the  Greater  London  Fund  was  instituted.  The  Governors 
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therefore  make  a  special  appeal  this  year  for  increased  financial 
support. 

The  work  of  revising  the  Constitution,  referred  to  in  our  last 
Report,  was  completed  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Council  on 
the  8th  July,  1986.  All  the  essential  features  of  the  Old  Constitution 
June  been  retained,  but  a  number  of  regulations,  necessary  at  the 
time,  but  no  longer  fulfilling  modern  conditions,  have  been  removed 
or  modified.  The  composition  of  the  General  Council  has  been 
enlarged  and  this  body,  which  must  meet  at  least  once  a  year,  will 
ha\e,  as  formerly,  the  final  voice  on  all  constitutional  matters 
affecting  the  College.  It  will  consist  of  : — 

(o)  The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Trustees  and  Hon.  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being. 

(6)  The  Board  of  Governors. 

(c)  Qualified  Subscribers,  that  is  persons  who  have  contributed 
£S  3s.  Od.  or  upwards  for  three  successive  years  to  the  funds 
of  the  College,  of  which  the  financial  year  preceding  the 
date  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  one. 

(if)  Other  persons  who  have  been  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  because  of  their  special  interest  in  and  their 
knowledge  of  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind. 

The  Governors  are  pleased  to  report  that  under  (</)  they  invited 
the  Guild  of  Former  Pupils  to  suggest  one  of  their  number  for 
nomination  by  the  Board  and  that  the  Guild,  with  his  consent,  have 
suggested  the  name  of  Dr.  Dowdell,  Fellow  and  Tutor  of  St.  John’s 
College,  Oxford,  and  that  the  suggestion  has  been  cordially  accepted 
by  the  Board. 

The  Governors  regard  the  new  Constitution  as  being  very  work¬ 
able  and  they  are  confident  that  under  it  the  interests  of  the  College 
will  be  carefully  guarded.  In  making  this  revision  they  have  had 
the  advice  and  assistance  of  their  Solicitors,  Messrs.  Shaen,  Roscoe, 
Massey  and  Co. 

An  immediate  result  of  the  new  Constitution  has  been  that 
the  Finance  and  House  Committee  has  been  increased  in  numbers 
and  the  Governors  feel  that  in  appointing  to  this  Committee  two  of 
their  new  members,  Admiral  Harrison  and  Mr.  E.  H.  Caley,  they 
have  greatly  strengthened  it.  Both  gentlemen  have  had  consider¬ 
able  experience  of  administrative  work.  The  Board  have  been  greatly 
helped  by  their  Hon.  Treasurer,  Lord  Fairfax,  who  has  given  much 
valuable  advice  on  financial  matters. 

The  Gardner  Trustees  have  again  awarded  Scholarships  to  a 
number  of  boys  and  girls,  above  the  age  of  sixteen,  who  have  passed 
a  prescribed  examination.  These  scholarships  have  been  most  helpful 
in  promoting  Higher  Education  and  the  Governors  wish  to  thank 
the  Trustees  for  awarding  them  and  for  the  interest  they  show  in 
the  work  of  the  College. 
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Scholarships  for  children  under  sixteen  are  available  out  of 
special  funds  belonging  to  the  College  and  careful  consideration  is 
given  to  any  applications  for  these. 

The  death  of  Sir  Archibald  Hunter,  G.C.B.,  D.S.O.,  deprived 
the  Governors  of  one  of  their  oldest  members.  He  joined  the  Board 
in  1914,  and  attended  meetings  with  great  regularity  for  many  years. 
The  Governors  deeply  regret  his  passing  and  have  recorded  in  their 
minutes  an  appreciation  of  the  services  he  rendered  to  the  College. 
They  were  represented  at  his  funeral  by  Lord  Lamington,  their 
Chairman. 

The  Governors  are  deeply  sensible  of  what  the  College  owes  to 
many  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  give,  very  freely,  voluntary  service. 
They  thank  all  those  who  have  helped  to  make  the  Brownies,  Guides, 
Scouts  and  Rovers  such  excellent  companies  and  they  also  thank 
the  ladies  who  so  faithfully  read  to  the  more  advanced  students. 
The  Headings  given  by  the  Sydenham  Shakespeare  Society  are 
greatly  enjoyed  by  the  pupils  and  are  not  only  entertaining  but  are 
also  highly  educative.  They  thank  too  all  those  who  have  sent 
concert  and  theatre  tickets  and  many  others  who  in  a  multitude 
of  ways  have  shown  their  sympathy  by  many  kind  actions.

POSTSCRIPT  TO  ABOVE  REPORT. 

Since  the  preparation  of  their  Report  the  Governors  have  learned 
with  the  deepest  regret  of  the  deaths  of  Major-General  Sir  Thomas 
Yarr,  who  for  a  number  of  years  and  until  his  death  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  of  Sir  George  Washington  Badgerow, 
their  Honorary  Surgeon  for  the  Throat  and  Nose. 

Sir  Thomas  Yarr  joined  the  Board  in  1929,  and  very  regularly 
attended  all  meetings  and  his  very  special  knowledge  of  ophthalmology 
was  of  great  value.  His  career  was  chiefly  directed  to  the  amelioration 
of  the  lot  of  sufferers  from  those  eye  affections  prevalent  in,  and 
peculiar  to,  the  East.  From  1895  to  1899  he  was  Physician  to  the 
Crown  Prince  of  Siam,  and  in  1903  he  was  appointed  surgeon  to  the 
Governor  of  Bombay.  He  was  particularly  distinguished  for  his 
knowledge  of  Military  Ophthalmology  and  his  writings  on  this  subject 
are  regarded  as  standard  works.  He  saw  service  in  the  South  African 
War  and  in  the  Great  War. 

Sir  George  Badgerow  had  given  most  generous  service  to  the 
College  for  many  years  in  cases  of  throat  and  nose  affections,  of  which 
he  was  one  of  the  most  distinguished  authorities.  Born  in  Toronto  he 
came  to  this  country  to  complete  his  medical  studies  and  in  this 
country  he  found  his  life’s  work,  but  his  connection  with  Canada  and 
Canadians  never  ceased.  He  was  indeed  one  of  the  best  known 
Canadians  in  London  and  was  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Canada  Club. 
He  was  a  man  of  many  parts  and  did  valuable  work  during  the  War! 
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principal’s  Report. 

The  year  which  ended  on  the  31st  of  March,  1937  was  a 
particularly  happy  and  successful  one.  The  health  of  the  children  and 
of  the  students  was  good  throughout,  the  painful  expenencfe  of 
epidemics  being  happily  spared  us.  The  numbers  have  continued  to 
rise  and  show  an  increase  of  eleven  on  the  roll  of  last  year. 

the  Annual  Prize  Festival  was  held-  on  July  8th  and  fortunately 
wo  were  favoured  with  one  of  the  finest  days  of  a  disappointing  suinmei. 
Lord  and  Lady  Fairfax  of  Cameron  were  the  special  guests,  Lady 
Fairfax  most  graciously  presented  the  prizes  and  Lord  Fairfax,  who 
presided  gave  an  eminently  practical  address  to  the  pupils.  A  vote 
of  thanks  to  Lord  and  Lady  Fairfax  was  moved  by  Ernest  Chandler 
and  seconded  by  Ella  Wegmiiller. 

There  have,  unfortunately,  been  several  staff  changes.  Miss  Helen 
Forth  13  A  left  at  the  end  of  the  Summer  term  to  take  up  work  at  the 
High  School’.  Southend-on-Sea.  Miss  Eileen  Ball,  B.A.,  was  appointed 
to  succeed  her.  Miss  Cowell,  Physical  Instructress  and  Games 
Mistress  also  left  at  the  same  time,  her  place  being  taken  by  Miss 
Harrisson  of  Bedford  Physical  Training  College.  Mr.  Sinclair  Logan, 
who,  first  as  a  pupil  and  afterwards  as  a  member  of  the  Musical  Staff, 
had  a  long  connection  with  the  College,  resigned  at  the  end  of  March, 
having  been  appointed  Music  Master  at  The  School  for  the  Blind, 
Swiss  Cottage.  Mr.  Ford  resigned  at  the  same  time,  as  lie  had  reached 
the  age  limit.  Mr.  Ford  has  given  long  and  most  valuable  service  in 
the  constructional  section  of  the  Pianoforte  Tuning  Department  and 
his  complete  knowledge  of  the  mechanism  of  all  makes  of  Pianofortes 
and  bis  skill  in  imparting  instruction  have  been  very  important 
factors  in  the  successes  achieved  by  those  who  have  been  trained  as 
Pianoforte  Tuners.  Another  who  was  clpsely  connected  with  this 
branch  of  education,  we  shall  alas!  see  no  more.  Mr.  Licence 
representing  Sir  Herbert  Marshall  and  Sons,  Ltd.,  had  conducted 
examinations  three  times  a  year  of  the  young  men  who  were  completing 
their  course  in  this  work.  He  died  early  in  March  and  liis  experience 
and  the  encouragement  he  always  gave  will  be  greatly  missed. 

The  Typewriting  Department  has  been  provided  with  additional 
accommodation,  made  absolutely  necessary  by  the  increase  in  the 
numbers  'being  trained  in  Typewriting,  Shorthand  and  other  branches 
of  office  work  ;  additional  apparatus  has  also  been  provided,  particularly 
a  Gestetner  Duplicating  Machine,  generously  supplied  by  the  Gardner 
Trustees.  Records  of  results  of  the  examinations  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  Arts  and  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  are  given  later.  It 
may  be  stated  here  that  in  future  students  taking  this  course  will  be 
prepared  to  sit  for  Examinations  in  English  and  French  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  Arts. 

The  results  of  the  various  Music  Examinations  have  again  been 
most  gratifying  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  in  the  year,  one  of  the 
pupils,  Muriel  Upton,  obtained  the  Diploma  of  A.R.C.O.,  and  also 
the  L.R.A.M.  in  Singing  and  the  L.R.A.M.  in  Piano  Playing. 
Geoffrey  Oldring  was  awarded  the  Bronze  Medal  for  Organ  Playing 
by  the  Guildhall  School  of  Music. 

The  girls  have  taken  up  the  study  of  Esperanto  under  Miss  Ball 
with  much  enthusiasm  and  in  their  study  of  this  subject  have  been 
much  helped  by  Mr.  M.  G.  Butler,  Education  Secretary  of  the  British 
Esperanto  Association. 

It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  see  evidence  during  the  year  of 
an  increase  of  corporate  spirit,  accompanied  by  a  growing  sense  of 
individual  responsibility.  College  life  is  a  valuable  training  for  good 
living,  for  a  recognition  of  social  duties  and  for  the  share  which  each 
will  have  ultimately  to  take  in  the  work  of  citizenship.  In  this 
important  aspect  of  the  College  life  the  various  societies  of  the 
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students  play  a  most  important  part.  The  Debating  Society,  the 
Dramatic  Societies,  the  Sports  Clubs,  the  Hover  Scout,  Guide’  and 
Brownie  Companies  are  all  of  inestimable  value  in  the  formation  of 
character  and  the  development  of  aptitudes.  All  these  societies  have 
flourished  during  the  year.  The  Debating  Society  has  been  well 
attended  at  all  its  meetings  and  the  various  subjects  discussed  have 
been  treated  with  earnestness  and  with  obvious  sincerity  and  con¬ 
viction.  Interdebates  with  outside  Societies  have  been  frequent,  some¬ 
times  in  the  College  and  sometimes  in  the  halls  of  other  bodies,  and 
in  these  debates  the  College  speakers  have  borne  a  distinguished  part. 
Both  boys  and  girls  have  given  excellent  performances  of  Plays:  “  The 
Turned  Head  ”  and  “  The  Shoemaker’s  Holiday  ”  were  performed  by 
the  boys,  and  “  Elizabeth  Refuses,”  “  Catherine  Parr  ”  and  “  The 
Grand  Cham’s  Diamond  ”  by  the  girls.  Several  Whist  Drives  were 
held  during  the  Winter  months  and  the  outdoor  sports  were  carried 
through  with  accustomed  vigour. 

A  particularly  pleasing  feature  is  the  interest  the  girls  have  taken 
in  Lady  Margaret  Hall,  Settlement,  Lambeth.  The  children  of  a 
very  poor  family  have  been  adopted,  garments  have  been  knitted  for 
them  and  the  little  children  have  received  Christmas  and  Birthday 
gifts.  Such  an  interest  is  indeed  twice  blessed. 

The  Brownies,  Guides,  Scouts  and  Rovers  had  an  interesting  year. 
Scout  and  Rover  Flags  were  dedicated  by  Canon  Wilson,  of  Christ 
Church,  Gipsy  Hill,  and  now  hang  in  the  Hall  of  the  College. 

As  in  former  years  the  Sydenham  Shakespeare  Society  gave 
delightful  Readings  of  Plays.  On  May  29th  “  The  Brontes  ”  was  read, 
on  the  27th  November,  “  London  Wall,”  and  on  the  12th  March, 
Sheridan’s  “  Rivals.” 

Concerts  at  the  Queen’s  Hall,  the  Aeolian  Hall,  the  Wigmore  Hall, 
have  been  attended,  as  well  as  concerts  given  by  the  Croydon  Symphony 
Orchestra  and  concerts  given  by  the  London  Junior  Orchestra  in  the 
Central  Hall.  Westminster.  Pupils  were  also  taken  to  hear  the 
following  operas:  “Boris  Godounov,”  “Carmen,”  “The  Yeoman  of 
the  Guard.” 

Mr.  Sinclair  Logan  gave  a  Recital  of  Vocal  Music  in  July,  accom¬ 
panied  on  the  piano  by  Mr.  Jackson.  Mr.  Logan’s  Recital  is  always 
one  of  the  most  popular  musical  events  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Hedkvist,  a  young  Swedish  student,  came  into  residence  on 
May  21st  and  remained  for  over  two  months.  His  visit  was  altogether 
delightful  and  we  should  have  been  only  too  pleased  if  it  could  have 
been  prolonged.  Ella  Wegmiiller,  the  young  .Swiss  girl,  who  had 
studied  English  at  the  College  for  a  year,  left  at  the  end  of  the  Summer 
term.  We  miss  her  very  charming  personality. 

Founders’  Day  was  commemorated  on  March  2nd.  The  service  oi 
Thanksgiving  in  the  morning  was  attended  by  the  whole  College  and 
School,  by  many  former  pupils  and  by  representatives  of  the  Board 
of  Governors.  An  account  of  the  celebrations,  written  by  one  of  the 
pupils  for  the  “  Norwoodian,”  follows  the  Principal’s  Report. 

The  one  and  only  calamity  of  the  year  was  the  destruction  by  fire 
of  the  Crystal  Palace.  In  its  day  it  was  the  centre  of  musical  life 
in  London  and  it  was  largely  for  that  reason  that  Norwood  was  chosen 
as  the  home  of  the  College,  and  its  beginnings  were  actually  under 
the  shadow  of  the  Palace.  From  the  first  its  musical  directors, 
especially  Sir  August  Manns,  were  kindly  neighbours  and  bestowed 
many  favours,  and  what  the  Palace  meant  to  the  College  may  be 
gathered  from  the  many  references  made  to  it  in  the  story  of  his 
musical  life  (“  A  Blind  Musician  Looks  Back  ”)  by  Dr.  Alfred  Hollins. 
In  more  recent  times  facilities  for  hearing  the  best  music  are  to  be 
found  elsewhere  and  parties  of  students  go  as  frequently  to  the  Queen’s 
Hall  as  those  in  former  days  did  to  the  Crystal  Palace.  But  we  hoi’ 
it  in  memory  dear  and  the  passing  of  such  an  old  and  conspicuous 
friend  deserves  this  sincere,  if  brief,  tribute.

EXTRACT  FROM  “  THE  NORWOOD! A NV’ 


On  Tuesday,  March  2nd  wo  celebrated  the  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  College  in  1872.  In  the  morning  we  held  a  most 
fitting  and  impressive  service  in  the  Gardner  Hall.  There  were 
present  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  several  past 
students  of  the  College,  together  with  all  the  present  staff  and  pupils. 
The  service  commenced  with  the  reading  of  the  “Commemoration”  by 
the  Principal,  in  which  was  expressed  the  purpose  for  which  we  were 
assembled  together :  to  commemorate  the  splendid  life  and  work  of 
the  founders — Dr.  Armitage  and  Sir  Francis  Campbell,  also  of  Lady 
Campbell,  Mr.  Guv  Campbell,  and  Mrs.  Campbell,  who  is  happily  still 
with  us;  and  of  all  those  who  had  passed  through  the  College  and  by 
their  labours  had  set  a  worthy  example  for  succeeding  generations  to 
follow.  Next  followed  a  reading  by  Sidney  Wells,  one  of  our  present 
students,  of  the  lesson  beginning :  “  Let  us  now  praise  famous  men 
and  our  fathers  that  begat  us.”  Then  the  Choir  rendered  the 
Anthem :  “  Lord,  thou  art  God  ”  by  Stainer,  after  which  followed 
two  prayers  and  an  address  of  welcome  by  Mr.  Stone. 

In  his  address  Mr.  Stone  expressed  his  pleasure  in  welcoming  the 
three  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  who  were  able  to  be  present, 
and  all  those  with  us  on  this  occasion  who  were  past  students  of  the 
College,  including  Mr.  Harry  Greenwood,  who  for  many  years  has 
done  splendid  work  in  South  Africa,  and  the  Rev.  F.  G.  Whittleton, 
Vicar  of  St.  Jude’s,  Thornton  Heath.  Mr.  Stone  then  invited  Mr. 
Whittleton  to  address  us. 

Mr.  Whittleton  spoke  to  us  as  a  man  belonging  to  a  generation 
which  comes  between  that  of  the  men  and  women  whom  we  were 
commemorating  to-day  and  that  to  which  we  who  were  still  pupils 
at  the  College  belong,  and  he  bade  us  take  up  the  torch  handed  to 
us  by  our  predecessors,  and  in  our  turn  hand  it  on  to  those  who  were 
to  come  after,  each  succeeding  generation  to  contribute  more  and 
more  of  benefit  to  the  generation  which  is  to  follow  it;  and  finally, 
he  exhorted  us  as  a  priest  to  follow  our  God,  since  we  could  only  live 
a  life  that  was  worth  while  if  we  trusted  in  Him. 

Afterwards  followed  the  singing  of  the  hymn :  “  Thy  hand,  O 

God,  has  guided  thy  flock  from  age  to  age.”  Then  came  the 
“  Benediction,”  and  our  service  closed  on  a  fitting  note  of  jubilation 
by  a  stirring  rendering  on  the  organ  by  T.  Christian  of  Handel’s 
“  Hallelujah  Chorus.” 

Our  celebrations  in  the  afternoon  were  of  quite  a  different 
character.  At  five  o’clock  in  “  The  Mount,”  male  and  female,  juniors 
and  seniors,  sat  down  together  to  partake  of  a  tea  most  generously 
provided  by  members  of  the  Old  Students’  Guild.  May  we  here  take 
this  opportunity  of  expressing  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  old 
students  who  contributed  to  the  provision  of  a  means  by  which  we 
might  celebrate  our  Founders’  Day  in  such  an  enjoyable  and  friendly 
manner.

Gardner’s  Trust  Scholarships. — A  certain  number  of  Scholarships 
of  the  value  of  £40,  renewable  annually,  if  conduct  and  progress  are 
satisfactory,  are  open  each  year  for  competition  to  the  Blind  ot 
England  and  Wales  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty-one, 
provided  they  have  resided  in  England  or  Wales  for  five  years  prior 
to  applying  to  sit  for  examination.  The  Examinations  for  these 
Scholarships  are  held  four  times  a  year,  viz  :  m  the  first  week  of 
March,  July,  September  (second  or  third  week,  according  to  notice) 
and  December. 


It  is  most  important  that  parents  and  friends  should  enter 
intending  Candidates  for  examination  at  the  earliest  moment  possible^, 
aa  successful  Candidates  are  admitted  strictly  in  the  order  in  which, 
their  names  are  received. 


Junior  Scholarships.— The  Board  of  Governors  are  prepared  to 
grant  a  limited  number  of  Junior  Scholarships  up  to  the  value  of  £30 
per  annum  to  boys  or  girls  under  the  age  of  sixteen,  with  special 
ability.

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PIONEER  WORK  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 


1*  Pianoforte  Tuning ,  1873. — A  fuller  and  more  comprehensive  form 
of  Training  than  had  ever  yet  been  given  in  this  country. 

Instruction  in  the  tuning  of  the  Player-piano  was  commenced  in 
1917.  The  results  have  been  more  than  satisfactory  and  have  exceeded  all 
expectations.  No  tuner  can  now  gain  his  Graduation  Certificate  unless 
able  to  tune  this  instrument. 

2.  Physical  Training,  1873. — All  forms  of  physical  training,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Swedish,  German,  British  and  American  systems. 

3.  Dramatic  Performances,  1881. — Mendelssohn’s  “Son  and  Stran¬ 
ger  ”  was  given  in  this  year  with  only  two  seeing  people  in  the  cast.  So 
much  success  was  achieved  that  a  Committee  in  Glasgow  paid  the  expenses 
of  students  to  give  a  performance  in  the  St.  Andrew’s  Hall  of  that  city. 
Enough  money  was  raised  by  this  and  repeat  performances  to  print  the 
Cathedral  Psalter  in  Braille.  All  forms  of  acting  are  of  the  greatest  value 
to  blind  people,  and  greatly  assist  in  helping  them  to  overcome  stiffness  of 
movement  and  awkward  mannerisms.  Since  1881  there  have  always  been 
annual  performances  of  at  least  two  plays. 

4.  Kindergarten,  1882. — The  first  School  for  the  Blind  in  the  world 
to  open  this  particular  branch  of  education. 

5.  Swimming  and  Life  Saving,  1883.. — Through  the  liberality  of  the 
late  Dr.  T.  R.  Armitage,  a  bath  55ft.  long,  25ft.  wide,  and  from  3  to 
6ft.  deep,  was  added  to  the  College  equipment.  The  Royal  Life  Saving 
Society  w'as  founded  in  1891,  and  in  1892  five  boys  were  successful  in 
gaining  their  Proficiency  Certificate.  Since  that  date  59  Certificates  and 
17  Medallions  have  been  won. 


6.  Toothed  Wheel  Pencil  and  Compasses,  1886.— These  instruments 
enabled  pupils  to  make  their  own  geometrical  figures  and  were  specially 
useful  in  the  working  out  of  riders.  Prior  to  this  time  attempts  had 
been  made  to  work  figures  with  a  needle  and  thread,  but  naturally  with 
but  little  success.  H.M.  Inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Education,  heartily 
congratulated  the  late  Mr.  Guy  Campbell  on  having  introduced  them  into 
the  College.  The  National  Institute  now  manufactures  and  sells  these 
exceedingly  useful  articles. 


7.  Cycling  and  Roller  Slcating,  1887.— Eight-in-hand  and  twelve-in¬ 
hand  cycles  were  purchased,  and  in  addition  to  thoroughly  touring  over 
the  roads  of  Surrey  and  Kent,  journeys  were  repeatedly  taken  to  Brighton 
and  back,  to  Birmingham  and  to  Derby. 
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Roller  skating  still  continues  to  afford  one  of  the  most  pleasing  and 
healthful  recreations  at  the  College,  and  at  various  times  the  tests  of  the 
National  Skating  Association  for  Great  Britain  have  been  passed. 


8.  Typewriting  1887,  Shorthand  1898. — Though  typewriting  and 
shorthand  were  started  prior  to  these  years  at  Birmingham,  the  College  was 
the  first  to  draw  up  and  arrange  a  scheme  of  work  whicn  would  qualify 
students  to  earn  a  living  as  professional  typists  and  shorthand  writers. 


9.  Training  College,  1895.— The  Board  of  Education  sanctioned  the 
opening  of  a  Training  College  Department  for  the  training  of  blind  people 
to  become  teachers.  As  a  result,  graduates  have  been  employed  as 
teachers  at  Birmingham,  Bolton,  Bradford,  Bridgend,  Brighton,  Burma, 
Cardiff,  Ceylon,  Court  Grange,  Cyprus,  Glasgow,  Leeds,  London, 
Montreal,  Newcastle,  Nottingham,  Preston,  Rhyl,  Sheffield,  Southsea  and 
many  other  Institutions.  The  College  is  included  in  the  Training  College 
Scheme  of  the  University  of  London. 


10.  Examinations  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  and  Royal  College 
of  Organists,  1901. — This  was  the  first  year  in  which  these  examinations 
were  undertaken.  To  date,  76  students  and  graduates  of  the  College  have 
gained  the  Associateship  and  33  the  Fellowship  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Organists,  while  87  have  won  the  Licentiateship  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Music.
